'  'ARCHIVES 


A  meeting  was  called  on  Dec. 
29,  1884,  of  the  newly  appointed 
Board  of  Administrators  of  the 
State  Normal  School  at  Natchi- 
toches, composed  of:  D.  Pierson, 
E.  E.  Buckner,  H.  B.  Walmsley, 
L.  Caspari  and  Thos.  P.  Chaplin 
for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a 
president  for  State  Normal. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Caspari  it 
was  resolved  that  Dr.  E.  E.  Scheib 
of  Baltimore,  who  had  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Hon.  Warren 
Easton,  State  Superintendent  of 
Education,  be  selected  and  tender- 
ed the  position  of  President  of  the 
Faculty  of  State  Normal  at  Natchi- 
toches, Louisiana. 

The  president  was  authorized  to 
contract  with  Dr.  Scheib  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Normal  School  at 
Natchitoches  at  a  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and 
in  addition  to  furnish  the  presi- 
dent suitable  unfurnished  rooms  at 
the  school  buildings. 

Messrs.    Buckner    and    Caspari 


were  appointed  to  procure  the 
necessary  lumber  and  materials  to 
repair  fences,  privies  and  other 
necessary  repairs  in  and  around 
the  buildings  and  grounds. 

On  Feb.  23,  1885,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  board  held  at  the  office  of 
Mr.  E.  E.  Buckner,  were  present 
the  following  named  members:  D. 
Pierson,  president;  H.  B.  Walms- 
lev.  treasurer:  T.  P.  Chaplin,  sec- 
retary; L.  Caspari,  Dr.  E.  E. 
Scheib  and  E.  E.  Buckner.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  president  and  business  pro- 
ceeded as  follows: 

On  motion  fully  seconded  it 
was  resolved  that  the  announce- 
ment be  made  to  the  public  by 
publication  that  the  Normal  School 
at  Natchitoches  will  be  open  for 
the  reception  of  students  on  first 
Monday  in  March,  1885,  for  a 
class,  the  term  of  which  shall  be 
for  two  months  only,  to  be  re- 
opened in  November,  1885,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  for  a  full 
term.
